El ction/Restricti ns 

1. Claims 14-53 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected Invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Battrell as per reasons of record per paper no. 11, 
06/18/02, paragraph no. 7. Further, the organic fabric softening agents of Battrell include organic 
cationic softeners(cols 6-8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. Claims 10-13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102((b or e)) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sakkab, Cheng, Ives et al or Dovey et al as per 
reasons of record per paper no. 11, 06/18/02, paragraph no. 10. 

Respons to Arguments 
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6. Applicant's arguments filed 09/23/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

^M^^^^^^^^^MSS^^^MM^S^S^l — The crux of Counsel's 
arguments appears to hinge on the additional components of patentees being excluded 
from the claimed composition. Firstly, "comprising" is an open door invite for additional 
components, i.e., "comprising" leaves the claims open for the inclusion of unspecified 
ingredients, even in major amounts(Ex parte Davis, 80 USPQ 448). Secondly, while 
Counsel argues that the unwanted components of the prior art would be considered 
detrimental if added to the claimed composition, mere attorneys arguments, unsupported 
by factual evidence, are given little weightfln re Lindner, 173 USPQ 356).
